Legislative Update 
Straus Sponsors ALS Amendment 

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) announced this week that he is lead sponsor 
of a Fiouse Budget Amendment which would direct the 
state to fund the ALS (Lou Gehrig's Disease) Registry. The 
Registry was created in the FY04 Budget, but funding was 
not provided. 

ALS is a fatal neuromuscular disease character- 
ized by progressive muscle weakness resulting in paraly- 
sis. There is no cure, and 50 percent of all ALS patients die 
within 18 months of being diagnosed. 

The Registry will help the state detect the actual 
incidence of ALS, possible changes in incidence and 
possible ALS clusters throughout the state. This informa- 
tion is vital as federal funding is directly tied to the 
number of patients affected. 

"The state has an obligation to make sure it is 
doing all it can to fight this terrible, devastating disease, 
and the key element in this fi^ht is to establish an accurate

number of those affected/' Representative Straus said. 

"The fundamental reason (for) this Registry is to 
get an accurate count of those who have ALS because the 
old number of 5,000 per year is antiquated and is nega- 
tively effecting the allocation of federal resources to fight 
this terrible disease/' said Dick Douglas, a Fairhaven 
resident whose son has ALS. 

There is suspicion that the actual incidence of ALS 
is equal to those of Muscular Dystrophy or Cystic Fibro- 
sis. However, the reason this number is so hard to ascer- 
tain is because those afflicted with ALS die so quickly, 
leading to lower numbers in the population. 

The House budget debate was slated to begin on 
April 26, 2004 and will then proceed to the Senate for 
further consideration. 

Marion Annual Town Meeting 

Apnl 26-27, 2004 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

The Annual Town Meeting for the Town of 
Marion was called to order at 6:45 pm on Monday, April 
26 in the auditorium of Sippican School by Town Modera- 
tor David B. Titus having noted the presence of a quorum 
of about 325 voters. After a Salute to the Flag and a brief 
invocation, Mr. Titus introduced the various town officials 
present and then Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman 
A. Lee Hayes, who presented voters with the town's 
financial outlook for Fiscal Year 2005. 

'T thought we'd talk about some rays of sunshine 
in an otherwise gloomy financial picture," Mr. Hayes said. 
"During the past year there have been things in town 
government which are pretty good news. During this 
budget period all of the operating departments of the 
town started out by meeting the FinCom's (recom- 
mended) 2.6 percent target. Where the (budgets) are over 
the guidelines ... is due to uncontrollable costs like state

aid reductions, insurance premiums, (and) stuff like that.'' 

The main bone of contention, according to Mr. 
Hayes, was the sharp decrease in state aid trickling down 
to communities like Marion. 

"We Ve got this state aid thing going on here 
which is really killing us,'' Mr. Hayes said. "If we had the 
same level of state aid that we had in 2001 ... we would be 
receiving $700,000 more in state aid (this year). That 
$700,000 hole we filled with Free Cash and with property 
taxes. Until the state starts to fill that hole again, we are 
living with this problem." 

As for the near future, the most pressing issues 
seem to be capital projects. "From 2000 to 2020 we will 
spend about $50 million in capital (projects) and we will

pay for (that) from 2000 to about 2040/' Mr. Hayes said. 
"By doing these projects as we planned them, we are 
saving at least another $35 million. If we were building 
(Sippican) School now, we would not qualify for the 65 
percent reimbursement. 

"This is a particularly difficult financial time," Mr. 
Hayes finished. "It will present huge challenges for the 
next five years." 

That being said, under ARTICLE 1 voters were 
asked to approve the following annual compensation for 
the town's elected officials: $4,539 for Selectmen; $4,349 
for Assessors; $1,678 for Board of Health; $17,504 for 
Town Clerk; $26,130 for Treasurer; $26,130 for Tax Collec- 
tor; $220 for Town Moderator (Annual Meeting) and $73 
for Town Moderator (Special Meeting). 

"This represents no increase for part-time elected 
officials," Mr. Hayes said. 

Article 1 passed via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
a total $13,455 million General Operating Budget for 
Fiscal Year 2005. 

Although most items garnered supported, voters 
did question a 28.7 percent increased in legal fees. "The 
town has tried to hold the line on that legal expense, but 
it's not realistic," said Town Administrator Jack Dolan. 

There was also an inquiry as to the 5.7 percent 
increase in the Fire Department budget. "The lion's share 
of the increase was due to increased runs last year," Fire 
Chief Richard Guerzoni said. "It's pretty much all for call 
firefighter wages." 

Another voter questioned increases in the general 
operating budgets for Sippican School (4.6 percent). Old 
Rochester Regional High School (6.5 percent), and Upper 
Cape Cod Technical Regional High School (14.2 percent). 

"Over the last three years, we have had a decrease 
in almost $80,000 in our Chapter 70 (state) aid," said

Susan Grosart, Chairman of the Marion School Commit- 
tee. "Over the past three years, ORR has lost over $600,000 
... which is money (residents) have to make up ... we also 
are very aware of the taxpayers and how pinched we've 
become over the past few years.'' 

"Marion's minimum contribution has gone up 
about $15,000 as a minimum," added Barry J. Motta, 
Superintendent for Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational 
Technical High School. "This year ... it cost us 12 to 15 
(staff) positions." 

Although many residents seemed to bemoan "the 
rising tax rate," FinCom Chairman Hayes clarified that 
Marion's tax rate has only gone up about 4 percent each 
year on average. 

"The assessed values in this town are going 
through the roof ... the average median house value in 
2000 was valued at $254,000 — now its $324,000," Mr. 
Hayes said. "The real story is the tax rate times the value 
of your house. It hasn't tripled, but it is increasing at 
something like 7.5 percent per year. When you look at the 
351 (cities and towns) in Massachusetts, we're just about 
in the middle of that median house value." 

With that. Article 2 carried via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $917,206 to operate a Water Enterprise Fund. 

"The town voted a year ago to authorize the 
creation of enterprise funds and the next step is to ... 
authorize the cost of doing business," said Town Adminis-

Article 3 carried via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $1,211 million to operate the Sewer Enterprise 
Fund. 

Article 4 carried via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to establish 
a Regional Water Commission District jointly with 
Fairhaven, Mattapoisett and Rochester. 

"We wanted to see if it was feasible for a district 
to operate — what are the advantages and disadvan- 
tages?'' said Marion representative Donald Torres. "We're 
trying to secure sustainable, cost-effective, high quality 
water supply for our future." 

Mr. Torres said the wells located in the 
Mattapoisett River Valley area all have the same problem: 
high levels of iron and manganese. It would cost Marion 
close to $3.67 million to build its own water treatment 
facility at their Wolf Island Road site, thereby costing 
residents about $79 per year plus operation and mainte- 
nance.

SIGNS OF AGINGS 

My 14 year old Jack Russell terrier doesn't sleep well anymore 
hut wanders around the house all night. Yesterday I found him 
stuck between the bed and wall. Does he have a brain tumor? 
It is possible that your dog has a tumor, but it is more 
likely that he is simply becoming senile. The brain may 
degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as in 
a person. Signs of senility in dogs are associated with 
changes in normal behavior patterns. Wandering at 
night, inappropriate barking, accidents in the house, star- 
ing into space and getting lost all can be signs of degen- 
eration of the brain. 

There are some new treatments available for se- 
nility in dogs. One is a new prescription diet from Hills 
that is loaded with antioxidants and things like glu- 
cosamine. Surprisingly, we have had some really good 
results where dogs become more playful, alert and more 
like their old selves after a few weeks on this new food.

The proposed new regional water treatment 
facility would be located on Tinkham Lane in 
Mattapoisett and would cost a total of about $14 million 
to serve all four towns. Marion's share of that facility, 
based on their water consumption, would be just $2.1 
million ($45 /year), saving the town about $1.57 million. 

Article 5 required a majority paper ballot vote and 
was passed, 268 to 31. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to autho- 
rize the Board of Selectmen to appropriate $50,000 to 
acquire a 187-acre parcel of land in Rochester adjacent to 
the Mattapoisett River Valley aquifer to protect the water 
resource. 

Article 6 carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $105,000 for the design and permitting of the new 
water treatment and water supply facility for the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Regional Water District. "This 
money is for the design project leading up to the construc- 
tion of the (regional) water treatment plant,'' said Donald 
Torres. 'The total cost would be $700,000 — Marion's 
share is 15 percent or $105,000." 

"I don't understand the need to bring this Wolf 
Island (Road) well site online right now," said Bob 
Bennett. "Can somebody tells us why we're going this 
way?" 

"We are using all the water we have now, so any 
growth requires more water, more transmission, and more 
storage," explained Lee Hayes. "At our peak season, on 
our peak days, we're using everything we've got. This is 
the lowest cost (solution)." 

Article 7 carried by the required 2/3 vote. 

Under ARTICLE 8, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $2.3 million to repair three existing drinking water 
supply tanks and construct a new water tank and associ- 
ated piping.

"All three existing tanks — Great Hill, Point 
Road, and the one next to Evergreen Cemetery — require 
extensive work costing $500,000,'' said Selectman David 
Pierce. "The proposed new tank will store 400,000 gallons 
... and cost $1.32 million, depending on the site. The final 
project would replace the existing water main with a new 
12-inch main from Main Street to Converse Road." 

Adding that "there has been considerable interest 
in the siting of the new tank," Mr. Pierce said the Board of 
Selectmen, acting as Water Commissioners, would charge 
the Water Committee with scheduling a public hearing to 
find an appropriate location for the new water tank, with 
a decision to be reached by the middle of June. 

"The proposed location for (the new water tank) 
was a parcel of land in Evergreen Cemetery," said resident 
Neal Balboni. "In that location, this would be a scar on 
this community ... for 100 years. The bottom line is, this 
tower doesn't belong in any residential neighborhood in 
this town. This is a community that's always prided itself 
on going the extra yard to get these projects right." 

"We strongly oppose locating the water tank in 
any densely-populated area of Marion," added Debbie 
Thompson, who presented a petition signed by 125 
Marion residents opposing the Evergreen location. 

"The tank, with its huge bulb, is going to be 
viewable from a lot of places way out on the water," said 
Stuart Richardson. "It's going to be viewable from Route 
6. This thing is going to disfigure the Town of Marion if 
it's put in a residential area." 

With that, a motion to table Article 8 indefinitely 
passed by more than the 2/3 required vote. 

Under ARTICLE 9, voters were asked to transfer 
$5,000 from Free Cash to construct and install a dry 
hydrant system for the Fire Department. 

"If a serious fire takes place in a high demand 
area, what do we do in the meantime?" asked Fire Chief

Richard Guerzoni. "We decided to put 'dry hydrants' 
bracketed into waterfront areas.

After the call to order. Selectman Nunes read a 
statement into the record outlining the past practice of 
rotating the reorganization of the board in a long-prac- 
ticed order whereby the senior member on the board 
would assume chairmanship, the next senior member 
would become Vice Chairman, and the newest member 
would serve as Clerk. 

"This practice is done so that every member of the 
board will have the same opportunity to experience the 
variety of roles that encompass our entire board," Mr.

Newly-elected Chairman Laboa then called for 
approval of the minutes of the April 20, 2004 regular 
Selectmen's meeting. Since Selectman Nunes had not 
attended that meeting, the vote carried two in favor with 
one abstention. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with the Planning 
Board concerning the appointment of Robert S. 
Cummings, 7 Allen Road, to fill a vacancy on the board. 
All Planning Board members approved the appointment, 
and the Board of Selectmen voted unanimously to appoint 
Mr. Cummings. 

The next item of business was the report of the 
Town Administrator who explained that NStar was 
continuing a survey on all public buildings in Rochester 
and would complete it in the near future.

community a valentine, and Marion residents truly opened their 
hearts in response. Over 300 residents and businesses sent in 
donations, and we have currently raised more than $86,000 
toward our $90,000 goal. The students at Sippican School voted 
to register their favorite play structures and equipment to be 
included in the new playground. We are now awaiting the 
results of soil testing before proceeding with ground prepara- 
tion. 

Since this is a town structure, we are required by the 
State to go through the competitive bidding process. The RFP 
(Request for Proposals), which is part of this bid process, in 
currently being advertised and the winning bid should be 
selected by the School Committee within 6-8 weeks. After that, 
construction will begin, once all items can be secured and 
delivered by the vendor selected. As part of this process, we will 
again be seeking community help — as volunteers in the 
building itself. 

The new playground will be constructed from safe 
materials — including recycled materials — and will include 
both school age and toddler appropriate play areas. It will be 
less dense than the current structure, making parental and 
school staff supervision an easier task. It will incorporate all the 
items the students voted for that the Task Force believes are both 
safe and appropriate. It will conform to all current safety and 
handicapped accessibility codes. 

We believe that the structure will be complete by school 
opening in the fall, and, if we are very fortunate and timing 
cooperates, for late summer play.

In Mattapoisett some of our Selectmen have declared 
that they will never support an override and that we must have 
zero increases in budgets. We are in danger here of having 
slogans confuse our thinking and displace the facts. 

The ''no overrides" slogan implies that any property 
tax increase over 2-1/2 percent is somehow unreasonable. In 
fact, proposition 2-1/2 may be useful as a way to give voters 
more control over spending, but the 2-1/2 percent number is 
arbitrary and does not keep up with inflation. All town costs — 
competitive salaries , health care costs, utilities — tend to go up 
by more than this, but so too do taxpayers' salaries, property 
values, investments, even social security checks and in many 
cases pensions. "Zero increase" is simply a more extreme 
version of this slogan. 

Some history is instructive. Proposition 2-1/2 was

passed in 1980. Between 1980 and 2002 the taxes on the house I 
live in have increased at an average rate of 3.8 percent per year. 
The cost of living has increased at an average rate of 3.6 percent. 
Total town expenditures: 5.7 percent; police force: 5.6 percent; 
school expenditures: 5.7 percent. How could town spending 
grow faster than my taxes? Growth. 

Yes, our taxes have gone up a lot over the years, but not 
any faster than inflation. The school budget has not grown faster 
than the overall town budget. We have passed many overrides, 
but had we not the total town budget would be two-thirds of 
what it is now. Could we spend that much and educate our 
children? Could we spend that much on everything else and 
have a town that is special or that we would even want to live 
in?

always, and especially in challenging economic times, balancing 
the needs and desires of the taxpayers and the restrictions of 
current and future funds is a difficult task. 

As required, all of the town departments have provided 
budgets for ongoing expenses. Because of the extraordinary 
costs associated with completion of (Center) School renovations, 
the budget from the school committee and the superintendent 
included money that was previously not budgeted in order to 
open the renovated multi-use Center School facility for the town 
next fall. In addition to providing the space to educate our 
town's children in grades pre-K through 3, the facility would 
provide space for the senior center as well as house the town 
library during the renovation of its own building. 

It was suggested that the funds for this should either be 
taken from the remaining, very lean operating budget of the 
schools to keep the increase below the 2.5 percent level, or that 
they not be allocated at all, leaving Center School unopened. The 
needs, desires, and priorities of the taxpayers of Mattapoisett 
who rely on and benefit from the breadth, depth, and quality of 
the educational experience at our schools, and who had sup- 
ported a renovated multi-use school facility at the Center School 
site are not met by either of these options. Taking the funds from 
the remaining budget would decimate the existing school 
programs which are already feeling the effects of cuts that have 
been made in recent years. 

It was also suggested that the Board of Selectmen 
would not support an over-ride vote to allow the taxpayers of 
Mattapoisett to decide whether to resolve this issue by accepting 
the higher school budget. During the Selectmen's meeting, there 
was lengthy discussion about the increased budget required to 
re-open Center School as originally planned. No answer, 
however, was given to the question that was asked regarding

how much it would cost the town to allow the facility to sit 
unopened. There was also no discussion of whether state funds 
used in the renovation would have to be repaid by the town if 
the facility were not opened as a school, or if its opening were 
delayed. Before refusing to support the taxpayer's chance to 
choose to accept the budget allowing planned use of the facility, 
it seems imperative that the Board of Selectmen should fully 
understand the ramifications of that refusal. 

When the issue of whether and how to renovate the 
Center School facility was previously brought to the taxpayers of 
Mattapoisett, it was decided by taxpayer vote to develop and 
retain the site as a multi-use school facility. Considerable effort, 
labor, and funds on the part of many people have been invested 
in following through on this decision. The least that can be done 
now is to allow the taxpayers of Mattapoisett to choose, via 
override, if necessary, if that is still what best meets their needs.

Funny Girl

13 Going on 30. Starring Jennifer Gamer and Mark 
Ruf f alo. Directed by Gary Winick. Running time: 
100 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Jennifer Garner, for all I know, may have demonstrated a deft 
comic touch in her many guises on the popular spy show Alias 
(haven't seen it, wouldn't know). In movies, she has typically been 
employed as the hottie-in-residence; her biggest prior role was the 
athletic assassin Elektra in Daredevil. But in 13 Going on 30, her first 
starring vehicle. Garner comes into her own as a spirited light 
comedienne. The story is essentially a distaff Big, with a few 
alterations, but it's a friendly, giggly movie, closer in tone to Romy 
and Mickeies High School Reunion and the other '80s-flavored 
comedies of the late '90s. I saw girls leaving the screening who 
weren't even born yet when "Love Is a Battlefield," one of the film's 
central nostalgia trips, was big. Made me feel old. 

Garner's character, Jenna, feels old, too. In 1987, her teenage 
self (played by Shana Dowdeswell), in the midst of a hellish 
thirteenth birthday, wishes she were thirty (she's seen a magazine 
article declaring that thirtysomethings have more fun). Sprinkled 
with some magic "wishing dust," Jenna wakes up in 2004, in an 
adult body, and in the bed she sometimes shares with a hockey 
player. It's as if Jenna is transported seventeen years into the 
future, without any knowledge of how she came to be there — 
how'd she get to be a magazine editor, for instance? Since Jenna is 
thirty on the outside and thirteen on the inside, her situation has 
many levels of disorientation. After some fumbling, though, she 
deals with it. 

Those of us who were actually there will note that the film's 
'80s soundtrack is a bit out of sync: In 1987, both "Love Is a 
Battlefield" and Jenna's other big number, Michael Jackson's 
"Thriller," were so five years ago, and when Jenna's best friend 
Matt plays a Talking Heads tune and no one recognizes it, you 
wonder where they've been — it's "Burning Down the House," 
man. Still, the scene in which grown-up Jenna livens a dull party by 
requesting "Thriller," happily leading a bunch of thirtysomethings 
in the goofily iconic zombie dance, ranks right up there with 




Cameron Diaz's bubbly white-girl moves to "Baby Got Back" in 
the first Charlie's Angels. A radiant woman looking like she's 
having the time of her life makes up for a lot of inconsistencies in 
both soundtrack and narrative. 

Jenna runs into the grown Matt (Mark Ruf f alo), now a photog- 
rapher, and for a while the movie goes a little soft. The script brings 
up the issue of how Jenna had been behaving up until her teen self 
claimed her body, and the picture isn't pretty; we also learn that she 
was cruel to Matt back in '87, and that they haven't spoken in years. 
Mark Ruff alo knows he's the standard-issue Nonthreatening Male 
here (he probably agreed to it to avoid being typecast as the 
Threatening Male after In the Cut), but he comes at the romance 
sideways, crab like, suspicious of Jenna's motives after all this time 
but warming to her slowly, and Garner, playing off his reticence, 
gets to play teenage yearning quite becomingly. 

The scenes at Jenna's magazine office (with a de-Gollumized 
Andy Serkis in fine harried form as her editor-in-chief) fall just this 
side of persuasive; I'm not convinced, as the script apparently is, 
that Jenna's aw-shucks concept for the magazine's redesign would 
go over so huge with her supervisors, nor that a rival mag would 
find it hot enough to steal. But 13 Going on 30 isn't about that, 
anyway; it's about a thirty-year-old bouncing on a bed to Pat 
Benatar and confiding to a group of thirteen-year-olds about boys, 
or eating ice cream and happily sharing it with a dog in the park, 
or going to visit Matt on his wedding day and weeping as she holds 
the gift he gave her on her thirteenth birthday. Mainly, it's about 
Jennifer Garner redesigning herself for romantic comedy, for 
which, I now know, she has a natural affinity.

Like many people, I enjoy passing the time with 
an entertaining round of cards. Fve become quite a 
fan of a particular card game called Vhase 10. The 
game is made by the same company which foisted 
the dreaded Uno! onto us a few years back, and like 
that often-maddening game, it offers players the op- 
portunity to alternately use a "skip'' card against an- 
other player as a strategic means of getting ahead. 

But what Fve learned from experience is players 
sometimes don't necessarily use the "skip" card 
wisely or effectively. Instead of saving it for a more 
opportune time, they often will slap it down venge- 
fuUy as a means of getting back at someone for skip- 
ping them, thereby risking a chance at winning the 
hand in the end. 

Of course, the running of a small-town govern- 
ment like that in Rochester should never be confused 
with a recreational game of cards — not even high- 
stakes poker! But in the interest of calling a spade a 
spade, if youTl pardon the pun, I fear the recent "re- 
organization" of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
this past week was a grossly unfair and uncharacter- 
istic maneuver which trumped senior board mem- 
ber Richard Nunes out of his chances for serving as 
chairman. 

By contrast, Marion has always rotated the chair- 
manship of its Board of Selectmen to the most senior 
member — a trend which I think has given each of 
the three sitting officials a chance to preside over 
meetings and deal with different issues as warranted. 
And although for quite a stretch the Mattapoisett 
Chairman's seat was repeatedly occupied by long- 
time Selectman John "Jack" DeCosta, they have since 
opted to employ the rotating model, too — a move I 
applaud and view as not only beneficial to the smooth 
governing of the town, but also just as a matter of 
fairness and equity to the individual board members. 

Not so in Rochester this week, though. 

Newly-elected Selectman Brad Morse nominated 
second-year veteran Selectman Gary Laboa to be 
chairman and the measure passed, 2 to 1. 



In a statement to his fellow board members. Se- 
lectman Richard Nunes argued: 

It has been the tradition or the practice of the Board of 
Selectmen to rotate the Chairman, Vice Chairman, and 
Clerk positions among its members. Typically, the most 
junior member of the board will act as Clerk. The member 
with the next highest seniority serves as Vice Chairman. 
The most senior member of the board acts as Chairman. 

The practice is done so that every member of the board 
will have the same opportunity to experience the variety of 
roles that encompass (the) entire board ...it promotes unity 
and team work ... it prevents members from being denied 
the chance to experience new roles and to grow on this 
board. I did not create this practice, but I have followed it 
because I believe it is a worthy practice. 

I couldn't agree more. 

It simply makes sense that with three sitting Se- 
lectmen, each with a three-year term, the rotation of 
duties affords each a chance to serve as alternately 
Chairman, Vice Chairman, and Clerk — even if only 
elected to a single term of office. As it stands now, if 
Mr. Nunes is not re-elected next year, he will have 
been cheated out of his sole opportunity to chair the 
Board of Selectmen. 

And for what reason? Selectman Laboa, who 
opted to circumvent this "past practice" by seeking 
the chairmanship out of turn, is said to be more 
readily available to conduct town business during the 
week. An interesting notion, but then, praytell, why 
is the town paying for a full-time Town Administrator? 
Isn't it his job to supervise the day-to-day operations 
of the town in the Selectmen's absence? 

Having played by all the rules, after having the 
carrot dangled before him and, in keeping with the 
ever-popular "past precedent" (a favorite phrase of 
all Selectmen), Richard Nunes should rightfully have 
been elected Selectmen Chairman in his third year 
on the board. Period. 

Only the two other guys at the table played their 
"skip" cards too quickly and, in turn, may have tipped 
their hands.
